The Woburn Conference ot Congraga- 


tional churches held its regular semi-annual 
session at the First Church in Malden, 
Tuesday, Oct. 25 The programme an- 
nouvced it as a ‘* Sabbath School meeting,” | 
and it proved to be one of the most im- 
portant and interesting meetings held by 
this Conference for a long time. :

in his pew with wandering thoughts and an 
undevout heart, or does any duty in the 
spirit of egotism and self-display. 

6. If we will not honor God by willing 
service, he will glorify himself by showing 
in us the perils of disobedience. 

7. Itis a great sin to be brought under 
the power of wine or strong drink, es- 
pecially in those who minister at the altar 
of religion, or in other ways appear to the 
world as religious leaders to teachers. No 
man can innocently indulge in that which so 
surely tends to destroy both body and soul. 
It is certainly right and safe to abstain. 

8. It is a privilege and duty to be at our 
best for any kind of Christian work, and to 
shun whatever may make worship otherwise 
than intelligent, earnest, fresh and pure.

lobby to the left, a flight of 36 steps in 
the tower leads to rooms above, while a 
door in the lobby to the right opens into the 
art gallery with its open timbered roof 
through which a fine light is obtained on the 
52 pictures bequeathed by Mr. Winn.

Around the four 
sides of the room are two rows of drawers, 
j} above which are two rows of shelves for 
| hooks and statuary. The walls are painted 
alight gray with a wide band of a darker 
shade at the bottom. From the reading 
|} room is an impressive view down the lofty 
| nave of the library proper, at the entrance 
| to which is the desk of the librarian protect-

King corroborated this testimony. Dr. G. 
P. Bartlett was called and testified as fol- | 
lows: Was called to Mrs. Raymond on the | 
morning of the 19th, about 10.30 o'clock. 


Have been consulted by her before. She 
couldn't see very well; never noticed that 
she could not hear well. Found her in bed | 


bleeding from two wounds, one on each side 
of nose, a little more than one-quarter and | 
not half an inch deep; a little discoloration 
around voth eyes; very much swolen 
about the eyes; about one inch below and 
behind each ear were well marked contus 
ions large as good sized eggs, some swollen, 
several irregular swellings behind, which | 
ran into each other. There was a bruised | 
spot on the right forearm; also a bruise on 
knuckle of third finger of the right hand. 
She was covered with blood. Don't think | 
that all the wounds could have been caused | 
by «a fall. Don't think wounds on neck 
eould have been caused by a man's fist; a] 
club might have produced stich bruises 
Took her to the almshouse. Saw her the 
afternoon of the second Sunday after she 
was hurt. Told her that she could live but 
a short time.

Death resulted from effusion of serum to 
the brain. | 
The testimony of Dr. S. W. Abbott of} 


Wakefield, who conducted the autopsy, and | 
Dr. J. M. Harlow of this place, agreed with | 


that of Dr. Bartlett in relation to the inju- 
ries and probable cause of death. Dr. Har- 
low also testified to the sanity of the de- 


ceased. Mrs. Vestine Gray, Matron of the 
almshouse, testified to the condition of Mrs. 
Raymond when brought there. Her mind 
wandered at times. She always said she 
didn’t fall down stairs. Mrs. Raymond said 
to witness’ son (thinking he was Ferrin,) | 
“Henry, go and tell your priest to pray for | 
you. If they insist I shall have to tell.”| 
Mrs. R. was in a very bad condition. Mrs 
Martha C. Monroe, sister of Mrs. Raymond, 
was present the afternoon before she died 
and heard her statement. Iler testimony 
was as follows: My sister, Mrs. Skilton, 
asked her if she was reconciled to die? She 
replied she didn’t wish to live. She was 
very faint and weak. She told my sister it} 
was not any fall; repeated it three times. 
John I. and George J. Munroe were present. 
John I. Munroe asked her questions as to 
how it happened. She said that Henry Fer- 
rin came in at one o'clock at night; his pants 
were off, and gotinto bed with her.
